WeashINCTON, February 13.—[Special.]— 


For some reason there is a prevailing im- 
pression among the democrats in congress 
that Cleveland is in favor of the suspension of 
the coinage of silver fora year at least. The 
silver men are much concerned «bout it. 
Their e'arm has been increased by the state- 
ments of Congressman Warner, of Ohio, who 
recently visited Cleveland. In his talk with 
the president-elect, he was putting in some 
good licks for silver, when he received a reply 
which he says indicated Cleveland’s opinion 
that iis coinage should be suspended. A pe- 
tition is now being circulated by the silver- 
men, among their fellow members, asking 
Cleveland not to commit himself on this ques- 
tion until after his inauguration, so that they 
can lay theircase fully before him. They say 
one hundred and fifty members have already 
signed their paper and others will do so, 
A SCHEME IN THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, told me to-night 
that he had heard of a scheme to tack on to 
the sundry civil bill a clause suspending sil- 
yer coinage. He said, in event this was done, 
a great many democrats would vote against 
the bill. The best information is that the 
president-elect js not yet committed on either 
side of the silver question, and that there is as 
yet no reason for comm’ tion among the friends 
of silver. 2 

The emphatic statements by senators of 
both parties to-day, that all the necessary leg-

THE LABOR BILL, 

The labor bill was therefore taken up and 
its consideration proceeded with. 

Mr. Blair explained that the labor bill is the 
house bill, and is entitled “An act to prohibit 
the importation and migration of foreigners 
and aliens under contract or agreement to per- 
form laber in the United States,.tts territories 
end the District of Columbia.” It prohibits 
sny person or company from prepaying trans- 
portation or encouraging the importation of 
foreigners under agreement to perform labor 
in the United States, and make verbal con- 
tracts of that character, whether express 
or implied, parol or special. The penalty of 
$1,000 is fixed for an infraction of that provis- 
ion. Sbhipmasters are forbidden, under penalty 
of $500, to bring emigrants who have made 
such agreements. 

Another long debate followed upon this bill. 
During its progréss Mr. Blair had the clerk to 
read a letter addressed to the president of the 
seepate, saying that while the senate was 
throwing away its time talking #bout the late 
confederacy, there were bills of the highest 
importance awaiting its consideration. Pend- 
ing debate, and without reaching a vote, the 
senate adjourned.

ON THE POSTOPFICE BILL. 

At 2:10 the house went into 
the whole, Mr. Springer of Illinois in the 
chair, on the postoflice appropriation bill, the 
pending question being on the point of order 
raised by Mr. Holman of Indiana against the 
paregraph allowing additional compensation 
to American steamships for carrying ocean 
mails. <Aiter considerable debate the chair, 
in an elaborate opinion, overruled 
the point of order. He, however, ruled out 
that portion of the paragraph which provides 
that vessels encaged in this service shall be of 
Americen registry, and shell, in time of war, 
be liable to charter, or purchase by the United 
States at reasonabie rates. 

Mr. Holman appealed from 
the chair, but the committe ’ by a 
to 45, sustained the ruling. 

Mr. Helman then m: out 
paragraph to insert an amendment appropri- 
ating $425,000 for the transportation of foreign 
mails, including the railway transit across the 
istbmus of Panama, and re-enacting for one 
year from July next, sections 3,976 and 4,293, 
revised statutes. 

The provision contained in the bill proposed 
a direct subsidy to vessels, whether they car- 
ried the mail or not. Ifthe government entered 
into a contract with the Pacific mail steamship 
company, that powerful corporation which 
bad been pressing this measure with such in- 
dustry, it would’ receive $143,000 where it now 
receives $21,000, and it would receive that 
whether it carried the mails or not. It was a 
naked subsidy. Mr. Holman referred to an 
occasion, years ago, when this same Pacific 
mail company had sought to obtain a subsidy 
as the result of which many legislators had 
suffered shame and political death, and said he, 
for one, was not willing to see such a demoral- 
izing principle again obtain a standing in the 
Americab congress. 

Mr. Hunt, of Louisiana, defended the ap- 
propriation committee and maintained that no 
subsidy was involved in the pending clause. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, said that the house 
was brought face to face with the question of 
subsidies. The argum: nts made by the gen- 
tlemen in support of the provision demonstra- 
ted that this was a subsidy. .They called the 
attention of the house to the fact that foreign 
goverrments paid large subsidies to their 
steamship lines, and ‘that these lines: would 
co down if they were not subsidized. 
~ Referring to Mr. Holman’s caution against 
2 recurrence of the disaster of former years, 
Mr. Blount said that congress had then 
granted large sums of money to aid the Pacific 
mail, and what had been the result? It was 
ascandal tothe party in power. From that 
hour until now publie judgment had been ad- 
verse to subsidics, and he trusted that in the 
presence of an incoming administration, with 
the democratic party on record here for years, 
the party in the house to-day and for all time 
would stend against what he believed to be 
neither more nor lessthan a subsidy.

AN ALABAMA NEGRO PAYS THE 
PENALTY. 


Sandford Jackson Sleeps Well, Bate a Hearty Meal, 
Joinsin the Singing With Vigor, and is Then 
Dropped Through the Trav-The 
Story cf the Crime, Ete. 


Seuma, Ala., February 13.—[Special.]—San- 
ford Jackson, colored, who murdered Rufus 
Gill, colored, was banged for his crime in this 
city to-day. The execution took place in the 
court in the rear of the jail. It was strictly 
private, only witnessed by the physicians, 
ministers, officers and reporters. No special 
guard was ordered out, as it was deemed need- 
lees. Thevery cold weather prevented the 
ustal “throng from gathering around the 
jaul. 

THE PRISONER LAST NIGHT. 

The prisoner spent last night in his cell 
with his wife. He rested quietly through the 
night, and ate a hearty breakfast this morn- 
ing, and calmly awaited the fatal hour, with 
no sign of fear or excitement. At halt past 
twelve o’clock he was taken from the cell and 
walked from the jail to the gallows as quietly 
as toa downy couch. Seldom hassuch nerve 
and perfect composure been seen in a man 
when he stands at death’s threshold. 

CONFESSES HIS CRIME. 

He confessed his crime, but said that all 
had been forgiven, and that a_ blood-washed 
soul was going to heaven to rest with its God. 
At the gallows the prisoner talked very little. 
He said thatthe hour for his departure had 
come. lie did not want to waste words or 
tarry here, as this world of woe was not his 
home. The minister read a few verses from 
the Bible, and a hymn was sung, the prisoner 
joining with a clear, strong, firm voice. 

THE TRAP SPRUNG. 

The balter was placed around his neck, the 
bleck cap was parting

1 Rufus Gill (both colored), in this 
(Dallas) county, a few miles from Selma. Both 
were employed as laborers on the same plan- 
tation, and atthe time when the crime was 
commitied were engaged in ‘“chop- 
ping cotton.” Rufus ag industrious, 
thrifty, faithful end trustworthy; and it was 
in consideration of all this that his employer 
hed made him a kind of leader 
among the other negroes on the 
plantation. Sanford was, in a 
considerable measure at least given to indo- 
lence, and could rarely claim fer himself the 
“conciousness of duty done” and the reward 
it deth bring. During the day 6n which tha 
fatal difficulty occurred Rufus remonstrated 
with bis indolent co-laborer and upbraided him 
repeatedly for his gross negligence of duty. 
Sandford gave little heed to what was said 
however, and finally Rufus told him thatif |} 
did net ‘keep his row up” the matter 
be reported and referred to their employer. 
After the negroes had engaged in the passage 
of some high words, their employ 
rode into the field and approached the squad 
of laborers. Immediately Rufus began to tall 
him how Sanford had given duty lip and 
played the idler, whereupon a t dispute 
ensued between the negroes. Sanford went 
into a rege, drawing a revolver, 
began firing upon Rufus, who, In that sudden 
turn of affairs, was altogether defenceless. 
1 heir éni} loyer rode his hor $e betw en them, 
hoping in that way to ward serious results: 
but Samford, desperate from angor, continued 
io fire, one bullet wounding the horse, and 
finally, walking around the wounded animal, 
he fired the last fatalshot. Rufus fell in his 
tracks and died, hurried over the dark preci- 
pice with only time to uttera brief prayer.

“The murderer was arrested promptly and 


in the county jail, 
remained until the 
fall of 1884. In September he was taken from 
the prison, during the fall term of the 
Dallas county circuit court, and tried for his 
crime. While the trial was in progress the 
prisoner remained calm, seltf-posseased, and 
betreyed little anxiety as to how 
the balances would turn in the end. 
He was ably defendeded by attorneys special- 
ly appointed by the court. Atthe conclusion 
of the arguments Judge John Haralson deliv- 
ere’ hischargeto the jury in strong, clear 
language, and they retired. After remaining 
out a short while the jury re- 
turned with a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree, fixing the penal- 
ty of death by hanging. Just here it is not 
out of place to add that the evidence adduced 
duiing the trial showed conelusively that 
Sanford had carried the revolver in his 
pocket for the express pur- 
pose of killing Rufus, and 
it was natural for the jury to conclude that the 
crime was committed premeditatedly. Attor- 
neys for the defense carried the case to the 
supreme court on a bill of exceptions; but the 
decision of the lower court was affirmed, and 
the judges on the supreme bench fixed theday 
of execution. 

Sanford Jackson, the dead murderer, was 
born aslave, and during his youth was the 
property of Dr. Thomas Gill, who was a prom- 
inent physician and planter in this county. He 
was a dark mulatto of medium height, stoutly 
built, possessed a well shaped head, and was, 
in point of intellect, considerably above the 
average among the people of his benighted 
race. His features were well cut, and 
his facial expression was rather pleasant; but 
there was the broad place between the eyes, 
the secs] and stamp of a murderer, Yet he was 
one of God’s creatures, aman. Long years 
ego, when “the wish for a home sang its siren 
sopg”’ in his untutored heart, he found a 
buxom maid; there was a wooing, a welding, 
and the dusky lovers nestled down amid do- 
mestic ioysin a cabin of theirown. In life 
Senford Jackson was a husband, a father; a 
widow and seven children are left to keep 
green his memory and fight the battle for 
bread as best they can. Moreover, Sauford 
was a legally ordained minister of the gospel, 
and on that self-same day when his hands were 
crimeoned in the lifeblood of a fellow-being, 
he wore without shame the dainty robes of the 
priesthood. And . yet, now that Ree gone 
suddenly elsewhere, every nega, this 
country has an idea, im fact, believing firmly, 
that in hislastleap to eternity the angels ol 
mercy did steop down, and, twining their 
white arms around him, lifted him to God, 
Even so might git be; amd here} the’curtain 
talls. 

So reads the last chapter in the life of Sand- 
ford Jackson, the murderer, who this day did 
lay, down that life to pay the price of 
his dark deed. The sable 
robes have been put aside for the pale wrav- 
ping at the pall, the bier, the tomb, and one 
more victim to wicked passion has followed in 
the wake of the thousands who have gone 
befere to keep death busy with his ghastly

He Requests That Future Calls be Made by 
Mail,

GENERAL ADMISSION TO PARLIA- 
MENT FORBIDDEN. 


The Speaker Alone Possesses the Right to Introduca 
Visitors, of Whose Coming a Week's Notice 
Must be Given—Red Tape Run Mad. 
Other Poreign Iatelligence, 


Lonpox, February 13.—The recent dyna- 
mite explosion in the house otf commons hay- 
ing demonstrated the fact that under the ex- 
isting rules governing the admission of strang- 
ers to the galleries and lobbies of the house of 
parliament, it would be an easy matter for the 
dynamiters to convey explosives intu the 
buildings during the session of parliament,and 
cause the death of many of its members, 
the goyernment has decided _to 
adopt more stringent rules regulating 
the admission of visitors. Members of par- 
liament, in future, will not be allowed to in- 
troduce strangers into the galleries and lobbies. 
The speaker of the house of commons will 
alone have the right of granting tickets of 
admission to visitors, and he will only issue 
tickets to members for their friends, after 
having yeceived a week’s notice, so that in 
the meentime the antedecents of the proposed 
visitor can be inquired into. Turnstiles will 
be erected at the entrances tothe galleries 
and lobbies, and experienced’ detectives will 


be posted at each of the turnstiles to carefull 
scrutinize strangers as-they pass. In all 
esses Visitors who are accorded permission to 
enter the house of commons will be required 
to register their names and address, and will 
be furnished with numbered tickets, which 
will be charged up against the respective sig- 
natures. The lobby of the house of commons 
will be strictly reserved for the use of peers, 
members, officials and persons specially au- 
thorized by the speaker. 


Attacking the Cabinet 

Lonpon, February 13.—The conservative

We 
recognize as a first step toward this desirable end 
the imperative necessity of full recognition 
equal representation at the national capital, 
and in the nation’s council. This we cannot haye 
while we are not recognized as a co-ordinate 
brach of the general government, and represented 
among the president’s advisors. Having long 
borne the chief burden of taxation, we feel that 
we have been denied our just rights, and new ask 
that we be no lofiger ignored. e therefore, most 
respectiuliy and press upon 
our senators rtance of 
immediate action during the present session upon 
the bill now before them, baving passed the house 
by so handsome a majority, providing for a de- 
partment of agriculture and making the head of 
that department a cabinet officer. We are confi- 
dent that such action on their part will meet with 
the hearty approval of all classes of onr 
people and receive the eg#husiastic indorsement 
of the great *masses who .til the soil and furnish 
the sinews of war for the mercantile and commer- 
cial world. We, therefore, request that a hearing 
be granted the committee who will bear this 
messege ftom us, and in person present it to your 
honorable body. 

A committee was appointed to proceed to 
Washington to convey the resolutions. A 
resolution was elso adopted relative to the 
Blair bill, regretting the probable adjourn- 
ment of congress betore final action is taken 
on this important educational measure.

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COLONEL HATCHER ON FARMING 
IN MIDDLE GEORGIA. 
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He Pelie<eer This Bection to bs the Garden Spot of 
ihe State—Buccessiul Farmerse-Other Macon 
News-A @trange Story—Tne Pire De- 
pPériment— Personal and Gouerai. 

MACON, February 13,—{Special.}—Colonel M. J. 
Hatcher, the general superintendent of the state 
sgricultural society, returned to-day from a tour 
of inspection @f his plentations in southwest 
Georgia.
